SPECIFIC - Case Officer Relationship with CAHEIM

1. The CAHgLM operation la progressing pretty much along the lines 

worked out vith/T J during his weekend visit here in March 1958# 

r jreceived a warm thank-you note from CAHEIM about a week 

mfter the introductory dinner at£~ 3 apartment. CAHELM repeated 
his offer to get together vith£ J and of course had many fine things 
to say about - . j and CAExXM have met for short discussions 

three times over drinks, ana spent one Sunday with the wives and kiddies 
on the shore of a North German lake. A pleasant, easy social relationship 
has been established, with no signs of stiffness or reserve on the part 
of CAHELM and his wife, and they appear to be genuinely interested in 
the social contact with Vedder and spouse. 

2. The operational relationship has developed very fasjtu At the 
end of the first meeting on 9 April, CAHELM offered to lend^ J his 
file on a target group of interest to f j ftn< * did so two weeks later. 

He also mda an offer, which ve accepted, to make a trip, in connection 
with the target group if we were interested. He agreed to accept payment 
for his hotel bill and gasoline expenses, but said ha would consider 
other expenses his own. He has not mentioned his covert employer and 

we have not asked any leading questions on this subject. He are con- 
sciously avoiding anything smacking of a direct recruitment pitch and 
' feel that his operational cooperation can be developed further on the 
basis of the social relationship, with no need for formal recruitment. 

- 3. From some of CAHELM' a remarks ve suspect that he did considerable 

soul-searching before passing his reports to us. At the time he gave

that he had ^tolxea feelings N about it and via not quite sure he vma 
doing the right thing. At a later meeting at *3 apartment, he

In our opinion, his 
actions Involve little if any moral conflict nor do they touch the 
primary interests of his covert employer. 
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
